COUNCIL RAISES 
LICENSE RATES 


Twenty Five Dollars is Minimum 
Annual Fee for Hauling 
People for Pay. 


TRUCKS TO 
BE 
LICENSED 


Ten Dollar* will be Smallest Fee Al­ 
loted for them. Expect Large Rev­ 
enue from Action. 


Increased revenue with added pro­ 
tection to the automobile “hackmen” 
of Gettysburg are provided in an or­ 
dinance presented and adopted at the 
regular February meeting of the town 
council on Tuesday evening. 
The or­ 
dinance regulates all licenses for pas­ 
senger 
and 
freight-carrying 
vehi­ 
cles whether 
motor driven or horse 
drawn. 


With regard to wagons or carriages 
it leaves the same rate as under the 
old ordinance adopted 
in 1913 which 
was one dollar 
for each 
passenger 
seating capacity; but it now provides 
that for motor 
cars this shall be $5 
for each passenger seating capacity. 
The space allowed 
is sixteen inches 
for a passenger 
and any excess 
of 
more than nine inches over and above 
the seating space for one or more per­ 
sons on any one seat shall be consider­ 
ed as a full seating space. 
This will 
place the license fee at $25 for a Ford 
which will be the lowest for any single 
car. The others will be graded accord­ 
ing to their size. 
For freight trucks the license is to 
be IIH for the first ton carrying capa­ 
city or 
fraction thereof, and $5 
foi 
each ton or fraction of a ton capacit) 
thereafter. 
For instance the annual 
license 
on a ton 
and a half 
truck 
would he $15. 
The licenses cover all vehicles which 
are used “for carrying of persons or 
freight for pay within 
the limits of 
said borough, 
(Gettysburg), or from 
points within the limits of said bor­ 
ough 
to points 
beyond the 
limits 
thereof, or from 
points beyond the 
limits 
thereof 
to points within 
the 
limits thereof." 
Metal license tags will be provided 
which must be displayed at a conspicu­ 
ous place and failure to observe any 
provisions 
of the ordinance will 
be 
punishable 
by a fine of from $10 to 
$25 in the discretion 
of the Burgess 
who will issue the licenses and collect 
the money for them. 
Two very im­ 
portant 
provisions of the 
ordinance 
are the following: 
“All licenses issued under the pro­ 
visions of this ordinance prior to June 
1st, 1918, shall 
be dated as of June 
1st, 1917, and shall expire co the Hist 
day of May, 1918, and shall be issued 
as of June 1st of each succeeding year 
and shall expire on May 31st of the 
following year.” 
“ License tags hereinbefore provid­ 
ed for may be used interchangeably 
on different vehicles owned, driven, 
or operated by the person or em­ 
ploye of the person, in whose name 
said license tags are issued; provided 
no tag shall be attached to any ve­ 
hicle 
with 
a 
larger 
passenger or 
freight-carrying capacity 
than that 
for which the tag was issued.” 
Tags issued last summer under the 
provisions of the old ordinance will 
be good until June 1st of this year. 
The present ordinance will be effective 
after ten days of advertising. 
It w'as passed by the unanimous 
vote of the eight members present, 
Mr. Winter being the only council­ 
man not at the meeting.

WIEL BE ASKED 


Ever.' County in the State may 
Respond to Blan to Save 
Ruffed Grouse. 


Petition blanks upon which people 
interested in the move to close the 
counties of the state to the shooting 
of ruffed grouse for a period of years 
to be fixed by the State Game Corn­ 
in ss ion are being sent out from the 
offices of the commission. The plan is 
to 
secure 
at 
least 
two 
hundred 
signers in every county in 'the state 
to petitions which will then be pre- 
*ented to the commission by a fan 
cheken to represent the county. Hear­ 
ings will be held on all petitions. 
Under the act of 1915 the Commis­ 
sion tan declare a county dosed to 
certain game specified for a period 
not exceeding five years 
after peti­ 
tions are presented, advertisements 
given in newspapers, 
and hearings 
held. 
The p e titio n s must set foith 
that tho dor ng is absolutely neces­ 
sary 
for the 
preservation 
of 
the 
game. 
In the case of ruffed grouse 
it ha< been claimed by many hunters 
in letters sent to the commission that 
unless some action is taken the bird 
will become extinct. 
A Ivoeates of the doting say that if 
concerted action is taken the atate 
can be dosed this year and thus save 
a year as the legislatee will not meet 
until next January. Several years ago 
there was state wide closed season on 
wild turkeys for two years, resulting 
in a big increase. 
Thirty-four counties are now closed 
to certain kinds of game, those closed 
to ruffed grouse 
being 
Allegheny, 
Beaver, Bucks, Butler, Chester. Law­ 
rence, 
Mercer 
and 
Montgomery. 
Twenty-six counties are closed to deer 
hunting and eighteen to wild turkeys. 
A number of these county seasons will 
open this year or next, but efforts to 
secure renewals are under discussion.

Gettysburg Chapter of 
the

Cross has formulated its plans to push 
locally the new drive authorized 
by 
National Headquarters and which is 
to cover the period from February 12 
to February 22. 
The slogan of this 
drive is “Every School a Red Cross 
Auxiliary and a Centre for National 
Service!” 
The requirements for enrollment as 
a Junior Red Cross Auxiliary are the 
payment for a fee equal in value to 
twenty five cents for each member of 
the school, or the filing with the local 
Red Cross Chapter of a pledge of ser­ 
vice in practical Red Cross work. 
It is strongly urged that the fee be 
paid wherever possible. 
The money 
thus gathered may be used in various 
ways. In borough schools where there 
is a teacher of domestic science sup­ 
plies may be purchased and garments 
ma Ie. 
The money gathered by 
the 
country schools where the term is 
short and where work is not practic­ 
able, will be used for general county 
Red Cross work. 
In Adams County 
the funds will probably be devoted to 
the work of Civilian Relief, that is 
the aiding of the families of soldiers 
who are offering their lives for their 
country—where such aid is applied for 
and where it is necessary. 


Schools which have already contri­ 
buted to the work of the Red Cross 
may count their contribution as a 
part of the fee. The teacher may de­ 
duct $.25 from the total amount of 
the fee for each child who is already 
a full member of the Ret! Cross. 
I n a few days each borough superin­ 
tendent, 
each heat! of a 
parochial 
school, each principal of a two room 
school, and each teacher of a single 
room school will receive an applica­ 
tion blank, an account of the work of 
the Ret! Cros* and other necessary 
literature for the drive. 


The fee may be paid at once or a 
pledge may be made to pay before 
March 30. 
Each school may raise its 
fund as seems best to teacher and 
pupils, either by a subscription 
of 
twenty five cents from each child or 
by giving an entertainment, or in any 
other way. 


As soon as the application blank is 
returned and the fee paid, each child 
will receive a Junior Red Cross but­ 
ton and the school will receive a cer­ 
tificate of membership.

Over two million farm ers, repre­ 
sented at the gathering of the Fed­ 
eral Board of Farm Organizations 
here to-day, are demanding the crea­ 
tion of a national emergency crop 
committee, with sufficient power and I 
financial appropriation to aid them j 
in raising this year’s crops. 


Representatives of seven national 
farm 
organizations 
comprising the 
Federal Board of Farm Organization 
are planning to go before President 
Wilson to plead for the institution of j 
a national farm program that will as- i 
sure a supply of farm labor and 
I 
gran t financial aid to the farm ers to 
meet the emergency. 
With over two million mechanics 
and laborers taken from the farms, 
.since America entered the war, and 
facing danger of a crop shortage this 
year, the farm ers painted a gloomy 
picture to-day declaring 
immediate 
government action is imperative. 
Not only will the food supply be 
short, should the necessary aid to the 
farm ers be lacking, but shipments of 
food to the allies may the endangered, 
farm ers declared to-day. 
“ Unless sufficient government ac­ 
tion is taken, the country will face 
the greatest food shortage ever”, they 
said.

The working plan is understood to 
be this: To provide a corps of men, 
physically unfit for fighting but brave 
enough to face shellfire, who will col­ 
lect the dead from hell-swept battle­ 
fields and from NonMan’s-Land.
